April 24.—In th e pres- 
cnee of 2.000 people w ho sent aloft yells 
of defiance and shouts of joy, Sam 
Hose. a negro w ho com m itted tw o of 
the basest acts know n to crim e, w as 
burned at the stake in a public road one 
and one-half m iles from here. 
Before 
the torch w as applied to th e pyre the 
negro w as deprived of his ears, fingers 
and other portions of his anatom y. The 
negro pleaded pitifully 
for his life, 
while the m utilation w as going on, but 
stood the ordeal of fire w ith surprising 
fortitude. 
Before th e body w as cool, it 
was cut 
to pieces, th e bones w ere 
rushed into sm all bits, and even the 
tree ii]win w hich th e w retch m et his 
fate, was torn up and disposed of as 
souvenirs. 
The negro’s h ea rt w as cut in several 
pieces as was also his liver. 
Those uu- 
ablc.to obtain th e ghastly relics direct 
j-aid their m ore fo rtu n ate possessors ex- 
rravaguer sum s for them . 
Sm all pieces 
of hone w ent for 25 cents and a bit of 
th* liver crisply cooked sold for IO 
ct lits. 
As soon as the negro w as seen 
to be dead th ere w as a trem endous 
struggle am ong th e crow d w hich had 
witnessed his trag ic end to secure the 
-".iv nirs. 
A ru sh w as m ade for the 
'take and those near th e body were 
t recd against it and had to fight lor 
th e i r freedom . 
K nives w ere quickly 
ar duccd and soon the body w as dis- 
: emberi d. 
One of the m en w ho lifted the can 
I lo rosette to til!’ negro's head w as said 
to be a native of Pennsylvania. 
His 
name is know n to those w ho w ere w ith 
nim, but they refuse to divulge it. 
The mob w as composed of citizens of 
N ewm an, G riffin, P alm etto and other 
litt le tow ns in th e country round about 
New m an, and of* all the farm ers wTho 
had received w ord th at th e burning w as 
to take place. 
Hon. W . Y. A tkinson, form er gov­ 
ernor of G eorgia, m et th e m ob as he I 
was retu rn in g from church and he ap­ 
ii* ated to them to let th e law take its 
• -utse. 
In addressing th e mob he used 
these w ords: 
“ Some of you are know n to m e, and 
when this affair is finally settled in th e 
o< arts you m ay depend upon it th a t I 
will testify against y on.” 
A m em ber of th e m ob w as seen to 
J raw a revolver an d level it at G ov­ 
ernor Atkinson, b u t his arm w as seized 
and the pistol taken from him . 
The 
nob w as fran tic a t delays m d w ould 
near to nothing b u t b u rn in g at the 
-uike. 
Hose confessed to k illing C ranford, 
ant denied th a t h e had outraged Mrs. 
Tauford. 
Before being pot to death 
thf negro stated th a t he had been paid 
K 2 bv Lige S trickland, a negro preacher, 
at Palm etto, to kill C ranford. 
Sam Hose killed Alfred C ranford, a 
white farm er, n ear P alm etto, and o u t­ 
raged his w ife, ten days ago. 
Since 
that tim e business in th a t p art of the 
►’at! has been suspended, the entire 
population tu rn in g o u t^ in a n effort to 
capture Hose. 
He successfully eluded 
pursuit u n til discovered near M acon. 
Governor C handler w as asked to send 
troops here to preserve order for a day 
or two, as It w as feared th e negroes 
would w reak vengeance, m any th reats 
'o that effect having been m ade. 
^ Hose had been on th e farm of the 
Jones brothers, betw een 
M acon and 
Columbus, since th e day after he com ­ 
m itted his horrible crim e. 
The Jones 
boys brought the negro in to M acon and 
Vat him aboard a C en tral of G eorgia 


Georgia, w ho lives in N ew m an, m ade 
tin* speech to the mob. 
Judge A. D. Freem an, also of New 
m an, im plored the mob to re tu rn the 
negro to the sheriff. 
Tho speeches did 
no good. 
Mrs. C ranford’s m other and sister are 
residents of N ew m an. 
T he m ob w as 
heading in the direction of th eir house 
intl in a short tim e reached th e M cEl- 
roy house. 
The negro w as m arched in 
Lie gate and Mrs. M cElroy w as called 
f > the front door. 
Shi’ im m ediately identified the A fri­ 
can and her verdict w as agreed to by 
her daughter, w ho had often seen Hose 
about tin 1 C ranford place. 
“ To the stake” was agian the cry and 
several m en w anted to bu rn him in 
Mrs. M cElroy’s yard. 
To th is she ob­ 
jected strenuously and the mob, com ­ 
plying w ith her w ish, started for P al­ 
m etto. 
I t w as thought soldiers w ere 
corning from A tlanta, so it w as decided 
co burn the prisoner at the first favor­ 
able place ra th e r than be com pelled to 
hoot him w hen the m ilitia put in an 
ippearance. 
About one and a h alf mile* out of 
N ew m an, a little to the side of the 
road, w as a strong pine tree. 
U p to 
this th e negro w as m arched, his back 
placed to tile tree aud his face to the 
crowd, w hich jostled closely about him . 
Here the negro m ade his statem ent. 
The clothes w ere torn 
from 
the 
w retch. 
A heavy chain w as produced 
and w ound around the body of the te r­ 
rified negro, clasped by a new lock 
w hich dangled a t H ose’s neck. 
H ere 
occurred the cu ttin g off of his ears and 
fingers. 
The shrieking negro w as quickly de­ 
prived of other portions of his anatom y 
and the w ords, “ come on w ith the oil’ 
brought a huge can o f’ kerosene to the 
foot of the tree w here th e negro, his 
body covered w ith blood from head to 
foot, w as striving stud tugging at his 
chains. 
The can w as lifted over the 
negro’s head by three or four m en and 
its contents poured over him . 
By this 
tim e a good supply of brush, pieces of 
fence rails and other firewood had been 
placed about the negro’s feet. 
This 
pyre w as thoroughly saturated and a 
m atch applied. 
A flame shot upw ard 
and spread quickly over th e pile of 
wood. 
As it licked the negro’s legs he 
shrieked once and began tugging at his 
chains. 
As the flames crept higher aud the 
smoke entered his eyes and m outh Hose 
put the stum ps of his hands to the tree 
aud back of him and w ith a terrific 
plunge forw ard of his body severed the 
upper portion of the chains w hich 
bound him to the tree. 
H is body, 
held to the tree only as far as the thighs, 
lunged 
forw ard. thus 
escaping the 
flames w hich roared and crackled about 
his feet. 
One of the m en nearest the burning 
negro quickly ran up and pushing him 
back, said: 
“ G et back into the fire 
th ere ,” and quickly coupled the dis 
jointed links of the chain. 
The road for a distance of half a m ile 
on each side of the burning negro was 
black w ith conveyances and w as sim ply 
impassable. 
The crowd surrounded the 
stakes on all sides, but none of those 
nearer than IO > feet of the center w ere 
able to see w hat was going on. 
Yell after yell went up and the prog­ 
ress of the flames was com m unicated to 
those in tin ’ rear by shouts from the 
eye w itnesses. 
The torch w as applied about -:30 and 
about 3 o ’clock the body of Sam Hose 
w as lim p aud lifeless.

George 
would* attem p t to shorten her career, 
but as a precautionary m easure they 
say a conviction w ould be followed by a 
careful search for any possible m eans 
of self-destruction in her cell or on her 
person, and unusual precautions agaiust 
such agencies reaching her from the 
outside would lie taken. 
Should she be acquitted it is claim ed 
by some of her acquaintances she will 
go into court against Saxton’s estate 
w ith a claim for w idow ’s dow er, alleg­ 
ing that she was th e common law w ile 
of Saxton, and offering the hotel regis­ 
tra tio n s of Saxton designating her as 
his w ife in support of such claim .

Small pieces 
of bone went for 25 cents and a bit of

As soon as tho negro was seen 
to be dead there w as a tremendous 
struggle among the crowd which had 
witnessed his tragic end to secure the 
souvenirs.

The ailrtiitly etiiicocted plot, more­ 
over. whieh tbt* warden suci'eeded unly 
by the merest chance in spoiling has 
demuiistrated 
tiiat. com{dete as the 
system uf watching the men. locking 
tiiem u]) and accounting for thmn in 
their cells was supposed to be, there is 
in it a loop through which a {larticnlar- 
ly slippery convict might wriggle his 
way to liberty. The sharp eyes of (Aui- 
fict James Miller, after a residence in 
the prison of only a few months, detect­ 
ed this exit to the outer world, and the 
sharp wits of Convict Miller at once be­ 
gan to work on the problem of how he 
could take advantage of it. 
The men are marched in from the 
pri.son yard in groups, each with his 
hand on the other's shoulder in the 
shnftliiig prison lockstep. As the groups 
pass through the portal of the great 
dormitory they tile off in different 
squads to the respective tiers of cells 
where they belong. Here they are lined 
up, each one before his allotted cell, 
and when they step inside the combina­ 
tion lock, fastening a whole row of cells 
at one turn of the key, is thrown and 
the men are bolted in for the night. 
After the locking up comes inspec­ 
tion. 
It is not enough to see the men 
go into the cells. 
They must be seen, 
each one erect, ready for inspection and 
identification. To this end the prisoner 
as soon as the lock is thrown is required 
to stand at attention in front of his cell 
door until the guard has passed and 
tallied him. Convict James Miller, who 
occupied cell No. 180 on gallery No. 
4, saw through this elaborate system a 
hole. 
The idea would have been hope­ 
less had he not been what is called a 
“ hall man, ” which is a convict who 
keeps the galleries clean and looks after 
the beds and who does not have to 
march in lock step with the rest. 
He must enter his cell, however, 
when the others do and stand erect be­ 
fore bis cell door and be inspected by 
the guard after he is locked in. 
The 
weak spot which Miller discovered in 
the sy.stein was that there existed a cer­ 
tain laxity in allowing the hall men to 
go and come from the house where the 
bedding is kept in another part of the 
prison. The hall men do not have lo get 
a pass to go to the bedding room and do 
not have to report when they get back 
Miller planned to make an excuse to 
change a jiillow on a c<jt and tiius go 
to the bedding room.

before the cell doiff the guard 
would see only vacancy, and instantly 
an alariii would be given. 
Miller decided that he must have 
some sort of a repre.sentative to take 
his place at the cell door when the in­ 
spection w’as made, and he decided to 
manufacture a dummy. 
The dummy 
must have a head, and, what was hard­ 
est of all, the head must have features 
that sufficiently resembled those of 
Convict Miller todeceive a guard stand­ 
ing not more than two feet away. 
To solve this diflficnlty Convict Miller 
hit upon the device of making a plaster 
of paris mask of his own face, and to 
do this he set about getting together 
some plaster of paris. 
This was not so 
very difficult. The article is kept in the 
jobbing room, and several convicts have 
access to it. One of these Miller took 
into his confidence to a certain extent 
and soon bad several pounds of the ma­ 
terial. He knew he must have grease on 
his face when he applied the plaster, 
and this he obtained by getting vaseline 
from the apothecary shop from time to 
time on various pretexts and carefully 
hoarding it. 
When all was ready, he mixed the 
plaster of paris in his cell wash kettle 
with water and worked it to aljout the 
proper consistency. 
Then he pressed 
his greased face down into the mass, 
leaving a well defined mold. 
Next he 
scraped the vaseline from his face, and 
with that and what he had left greased 
the mold itself. 
Into this he pressed 
more moistened plaster of paris, and 
when he lifted the eait away the result 
was a perfect reprodaction 
o i the fea­ 
tures of Convi(^ MiiJar. 
It was, o f co urse, o f a g hastly white 
co lo r, and Miller g o t a number o f co l­ 
o red pencile.

With the increased range the 
phot secures a velocity which speedily 
annihilates a gun shield and makes it 
more fatal to the gun crew behind it 
than the shell would be.

The army has been having some trou­ 
ble with its shelter tents, according to 
the Chicago Tribune’s Washington cor­ 
respondent. 
The reports of the officers 
in the field indicate that the tents are 
hut poor ¡irotection against tropical 
rains and that they are waterproof only 
by the addition of heavy rubber blan­ 
kets. which add to the weight carried by 
the soldier, to the manifest impediment 
of bis progress. Already quartermasters 
have under consideration a sample tent 
which will he tested in the Philippines 
It is diwised by Captain J ohn S. Parke 
of the Tweiity-tirst infantry, who has 
been in Washington and who has just 
gone to Manila to join his command 
The Parke tent is of heavier material 
than the old shelter tent and is made 
of twilled duck 
It is so arranged that 
it may he used as a hammock for the 
support of two men, the tent ¡xiles being 
ham mock supporters 
The poles also 
forin the handU's of two intrenching 
tcHils. a pick and a shovel, each made of 
aluminium, of which material the poles 
are made The tent will also serve as a 
covering for the blanket roll carried by 
the troop<“Ts. 
The same officer has invented a eub- 
etitute for the old wooden field desk, 
the ciiinbersouieuess of which has been 
an annoyance to tlie ofiiceis 
The new 
device is a bag to be slung over the 
shoulder, weighing alxmt 10 or 12 
pounds, against the 150 ¡wnnds of the 
old desk, 
Comiiartmeuts are provided 
for the various blanks and 
reports 
w’hich must be made out by officers in 
the field, and there are tubes attached 
for the preservation of writing ma­ 
terials, mucilage, etc.

Lieutenant J. M. Ellicott has cai** 
fully ex unlined the wrecks of the Span­ 
ish ships at Manila and has drawn some 
inter* -ting conclusions from the effect 
of the fire of the American fleet, says 
the Washington corresponds;* of the 
Chicago Tribune. He calls attention to 
a nu iii her of fe a tu re * which w ill prob­ 
ably engage the remedial action of the 
ordnance officers. 
Lieutenant Ellicott finds that tho 
sides of iron and s te e l built ships do md 
arrest projectiles enough to explode 
them. 
In other words, the sh*lls per­ 
forate the sides of steel crnisere w ith­ 
out much damage beyond tearing a hole 
through the metal, and if the aperture 
is above the water line there is no great 
danger. 
There bas always been an effort on 
the part of ordnance officers to develop 
the steel shell so as to penetrate armor. 
and this desire and attempt have pro­ 
duced a shell which, it now appears, goes 
through the side of a ship «o success­ 
fully that the shell will not explode aud 
do the damage it should. 
Another im­ 
portant point is that the gun shields 
upon which the crews depend for pro­ 
tection from an enemy’s tire cannot be 
trusted to preserve the gunners from 
disaster when the ranges are over 2,500 
yards. 
W ith the increased range the 
shot secures a velocity which speedily 
annihilates a gnn shield and makes it 
more fatal to the gnn crew behind it 
than the Rhell would be. 
He also finds 
that a warship will be placed hors du 
combat by flames and the destruction 
of the personnel long before the vessel is 
sunk by gun fire. 


King Oscar of Sweden has conferred 
knighthood upon George D. Meiklejohn, 
assistant secretary of war, and has dec­ 
orated him with the insignia of the 
Royal Order of the Sword, says the 
W ashington representative of the Chi­ 
cago Times-Herald. 
Secretary Meikle­ 
john is barred by the constitution of 
the United States from accepting the 
knighthood, lint he will retain the jewel 
which the Swedish monarch sent with 
the patent. 
During the war with Spain Mr. 
Meiklejohn, while acting as secretary 
of war, was visited by Minister A. Grip, 
representing Sweden and Norway, who 
asked permission for attaches of his m aj­ 
esty’s army to accompany the Ameri­ 
can forces through the Cuban and Porto 
Rican campaigns. 
Secretary Meikle­ 
john readily issued the necessary au­ 
thority and credentials to the foreign 
officers, who accompanied the minister, 
and it is presumed King Oscar has con­ 
ferred the knightly honor on the Amer­ 
ican iii r e c o g n i t i o n of this courtesy. 
Minister Grip brought the patent of 
knighthood to Secretary Meiklejohn, 
but the latter was compelled by the con­ 
stitutional provision to return it to him ‘ 
with an explanation of why he could 
md accept the honor. 
It is customary 
in such cases to send the patent to the 
state department, which was dc ne iu 
this instance, but the American war 
office was permitted to return the in­ 
signia of knighthood. 
The insignia of 
the order is a golden star beautifully 
mounted and pendent from a bar.

I era I weeks ago tin* commissioners learn- 
* e<l a few of the guns would be condemn- 
jd as useless by the war department and 
they immediately took steps to secure 
me for Lincoln park. They received 
word from Washington recently that 
through the efforts of Congressman 
Henry Sherman Boutell the big gun 
would be brought to Chicago. 
The gun on its arrival at Lincoln 
[lark will be placed at the foot of North 
avenue. 
It is a steel gun 20 feet long, 
weighs 5*^ tons, and will be accompa­ 
nied with the shield behind which the 
Spanish gunners took refuge during the 
memorable engagement which practi­ 
cally drove Spain from this hemisphere. 
The gun was used while the battle of 
Santiago was in progress, and not until 
Admiral Cervera’s flagship was com­ 
pelled to surrender did it cease pouring 
projectiles into the American fleet. 
It 
is now at the W ashington navy yard, 
but together with the shield, in all 
weighing between IO and 12 tons, will 
be loaded on a Pennsylvania car and 
sent direct to Chicago. 
Congressman 
Boutell visited the navy department and 
secured the necessary permission from 
Secretary Long for the shipment of the 
trophies within a day or two. The Lin­ 
coln park commissioners are hoping to 
secure two other guns from the snnken 
Spanish fleet, one of which will be 
placed in front of the Lincoln monu­ 
ment and the other beside the Grant 
monument, so that on next Fourth of 
July a salute from the Spanish cannon 
will be part of Chicago’s programme in 
celebrating the first anniversary of the 
victory of Santiago Bay. Commissioner 
Joseph Dunton is enthusiastic over the 
success of the board in securing the can­ 
non for the park. 
“ The credit princi­ 
pally belongs to Congressman Boutell,” 
he said, “ who was unrem itting in his 
efforts to secure the coveted trophy for 
Chicago. ” —Chicago Tribune.

The army has been having some trou­ 
ble with its shelter tents, according to 
the Chicago Tribune’s Washington cor­ 
respondent. 
The reports of the officers 
in the field indicate that the tents are 
but poor protection against tropical 
rains and that they are waterproof only 
by the addition of heavy rubber blan­ 
kets. which add to the weight carried by 
the soldier, to the manifest impediment 
of his progress. Already quartermasters 
have under consideration a sample tent 
which will he tested in the Philippines. 
It is devised by Captain John S. Parke 
of the Twenty-first infantry, who has 
been in Washington and who has just 
gone to Manila to join his command 
The Parke tout is of heavier material 
than the old shelter tent and is made 
of twilled duck 
It is so arranged that 
it may be used as a hammock for the 
support of two men, the tent poles being 
hammock supporters. 
The poles also 
form the handles of two intrenching 
tools, a pick aud a shovel, each made of 
aluminium, of which material the poles 
are made The tent will also serve as a 
covering for the blanket roll carried by 
th** troopers. 
The same officer bas invented a sub­ 
stitute for the old wooden field desk, 
the cumbersomeness of which has been 
an annoyance to the ofticeis 
The new 
device is a hag to be slung over the 
shoulder, weighing about IO or 12 
pounds, against the 150 pounds of the 
old desk. 
Compartments are provided 
tor the various blanks and 
reports 
which must be made out by officers in 
the field, and there ara tubes attached 
for the preservation of writing ma­ 
terials, mucilage, etc.

Mr. Winship is from 
Georgia and was graduated from the 
Naval academy in July, 189 6: 
“ Winship did a fine thing last week, ” 
says the writer. 
“ A landing party of 
abont 125 from the Bennington went 
ashore on Malabon in several boats, and 
a launch remained, with Winship and 
two men as boatfceepers and to W’atch 
steam. 
The landing party advanced 
foolishly without scouts and precautions 
and were suddenly set upon by a regi­ 
ment of Filipinos. 
They fled for the 
beach to the boats, pursued by the na­ 
tives, and were hard pressed. 
Seeing 
this, Winship unlirnljered the revolving 
cannon in the bqw of the launch and 
turned it loose upon the pursuers. 
He 
kept up a deadly fire, and 30 Filipinos 
were killed or disabled. He stood off the 
whole, gang, enabling our party to got 
to their boat.s safely. He then fell, hav­ 
ing received five bullets.

The intention is to leave Chicago 
about April lo, 1900. 
The little craft 
will be sailed up the Seine to Paris and 
anchored as near the exposition grounds 
as practicable. 
After seeing the sights 
of the French capital the paYty will 
sail home over the same route used in 
going. The promoters of the scheme say 
that if 150 boys go it will cost each 
member of the party about $30 to make 
the round trip.—Chicago Tribune.

The landing party advanced 
foolishly without scouts and precautions 
and were suddenly set upon by a regi­ 
ment of Filipinos. 
They fled for the 
beach to the boats, pursued by the na­ 
tives, aud were hard pressed. 
Seeing 
this, Winship unlimbered the revolving 
cannon in the bow of the launch and 
turned it loose upon the pursuers. 
He 
kept up a deadly fire, and 30 Filipinos 
were killed or disabled. He stood off the 
whole, gang, enabling our party to get 
to their boats safely. He then fell, hav­ 
ing received five bullets. 
Tausig says 
that bnt for Winship none of the party 
would have escaped.” 
Tausig is the commander of the Ben­ 
nington.—New York Snn.

W ashington, April 24.—The fiscal 
year of 1898 wa* the banner year of th ' 
foreign trade of the United States, our 
exports being the largest ever reeorde ; 
tor a like period aud our imports e v 
itoptionally small. 
According to a col. 
prehensive report 
prepared by NI. 
Frank H. Hitchcock, chief of the sec­ 
tion of foreign markets of the agrieult 
ural department, the total value of o r1 
domestic exports reached the enormov.- 
sum of $1,210,292,913, exceeding the 
record breaking figures of the preced­ 
ing year by $173,284,310. 
(in the other hand the imports during 
18!is were the smallest since ISS5, their 
value being $016,049,054, a decline of 
$143 ,080,758 from the figures of 1397. 
Broadly stated, for every dollar's worth 
of foreign merchandise brought into the 
United States two dollars' worth of our 
products found a market abroad. Our 
domestic exports as compart'd with our 
imports showed an excess of $594,242,- 
350, or more than twice the excess fur 
1897, which was the largest previously 
reported. 
Au interesting fact developed by the 
report of Mr. Hitchcock is the increase 
in the exports of agricultural products, 
being 70.93 per cent of the total, or 
$358,507,942, a gain of nearly 25 per 
cent over 1897. 
Exports of tins class 
also show a greeter gain proportionately 
than non-agrieultural exports. 
The imports of wool during 1*97 were 
the largest in our history. The receipts 
for that year amounted to 350,*52,020 
pounds, with a value of $53,243,191. 
Iii I*!** they dropped to 192,795,202 
pounds, valued at $10,780,092. 
The average aimual import price de­ 
clined during the two years from 15.2 
cents to 12.7 cents a pound.

As a result it was learned that the arch­ 
bishop would deliver the principal dis­ 
course at the .loan of Arc celebration on 
May * at the old French town of (>r- 
leans, which gave tile name of the 
“Maid of Orleans” to the girl saint and 
si iii Ii cr. 
The exercises will have both a reli­ 
gious and national character, bringing 
pilgrimages from all parts of Europe, 
and having the special benediction of 
the pope*. 
It was thought at first that 
Archbishop Ireland would ta k e this oc­ 
casion to correct th e misapprehensions 
which have arisen iii Europe as to 
“ Americanism,” as set forth in Father 
Hecker’s book. 
The errors on this >ub- 
ject are ascribed mainly to the mistrans­ 
lation of th e t>ook by a French abbe. 
Quite recently, however, the leading 
church authorities in this country have 
made known that Archbishop Ireland's 
discourse would be confined strictly to 
religious themes, dealing with the in­ 
spired character of .loan of Arc. While 
this may not give the discourse the 
significance at first expected, yet the be­ 
lief is expressed by those familial’ with 
the arrangements that the fervor aud 
patriotic impulses of Archbishop Ire­ 
land may lead to some discussion of the 
American theme, which has been so 
prominent in church affairs of late, and 
in which he has been one of the fore­

The following extract is from a pri­ 
vate letter dated March ll, received by 
a naval officer in Washington from a 
friend in Manila. It relates to Assistant 
Engineer Emory Winship of the gun­ 
boat Bennington. Mr. Winship is from 
Georgia and was graduated from the 
Naval academy in July, 1896: 
“ Winship did a fine thing last week,” 
say8 the writer. 
“ A landing party of 
about 125 from the Bennington went 
ashore on Malabon in several boats, and 
a launch remained, with Winship and 
two men as boatkeeper and to watch 
steam. 
The landing party advanced 
foolishly without scouts and precautions 
and were suddenly set upon by a regi­ 
ment of Filipinos. 
They fled for the 
beach to the boats, pursued by the na­ 
tives, aud were hard pressed. 
Seeing 
this, Winship unlimbered the revolving 
cannon in the bow of the launch and 
turned it loose upon the pursuers. 
He 
kept up a deadly fire, and 30 Filipinos 
were killed or disabled. He stood off the 
whole, gang, enabling our party to get 
to their boats safely. He then fell, hav­ 
ing received five bullets.

Colonel Hn»cliM*'« Ron*h Rider* F or 
the Philippine*. 
Yankton. S. D., is the headquarters 
of a regiment which, if the intention of 
its organizers is carried ont, will be­ 
come famous under the name of “ the 
rongh riders of the Philippines.” The 
organizer of the regiment is Colonel E. 
7. English of Yankton, a veteran, who 
served with distinction in the civil war. 
Colonel English was born in New Ha­ 
ven in 1844 and when 17 years of age 
enlisted as a private in the First Con­ 
necticut cavalry volunteers. 
He served 
three years in this regiment, was made 
prisoner and was afterward promoted 
to captain, but, on account of wounds, 
was not again mustered in. 
He after­ 
ward entered the national guard, with 
the rank of major, was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and then colonel. He 
has traveled extensively and speaks 
Spanish fluently. 
The regiment of light cavalry that 
Colonel English has raised and tendered 
to the president for service in the Phil­ 
ippines is composed of two troops each 
from the states of Illinois, Nebraska 
and South Dakota and one troop each 
from Missouri, Minnesota, Wyoming, 
Iowa, North Dakota and Montana. The 
men have been carefully selected with 
a view to service in the Philippines 
and are as intelligent, agile and “ fit’ 
a body of cavalrymen as could be found 
in any army in the world. 
The men are to be mounted on ponies 
that are found in the Philippines, and 
which are especially adapted for nse in 
the clim ate of the island, where the 
rongh riders are organized to fight 
The regim ent will carry no sabers, the 
saber being a weapon w ith which the 
men are not fam iliar, and one that 
would be of little use to them in the 
style of lighting to which they are ac: 
customed. 
Instead, they will be armed 
w ith repeating rifles and revolvers, and. 
being crack shots to a man, they will 
be experts at bush fighting or any other 
style of 
scrimm age where 
accurate 
shooting ie required, and the nature of 
the ground necessitates a quick adapta 
tion to the enem y’s guerrilla tactics.

N e w m a n , (Ll April 24.— Iii the pres­ 
ence of 2,000 iw'ople who sent aloft yells 
of defiance and shouts of joy, Sam 
Hose. a negro who com m itted tw o of 
rhe basest acts know n to crim e, was 
burned at the stake in a public road one 
aud one-half miles from here. 
Before 
the torch was applied to the pyre the 
negro was deprived of his ears, fingers 
and other portions of his anatom y. The 
negro pleaded pitifully for his life, 
w hile the m utilation was going on, but 
stood the ordeal of fire with surprising 
fortitude. 
Before the body was cool, it 
was cut to pieces, the bones were 
crushed into small bits, and even the 
tree upon which the wretch m et his 
fate, was torn up and disposed of as 
souvenirs. 
The negro’s heart was cut in several 
pieces as was also his liver. 
Those un­ 
able to obtain the ghastly relies direct 
paid their more fortunate possessors ex­ 
travagant sums for them . 
Small pieces 
of bom went for 2A cents and a bit of 
th* liver crisply cooked sold tor IO 
cents. 
As soon as tho negro was seen 
to be dead there was a tremendous 
struggle among the crowd which had 
va trussed his tragic end to secure the 
souvenirs. 
A rush was made for the 
stake and those near the l>ody w ert 
b reed against it and had to fight for 
their freedom. 
Knives were quickly 
produced and soon the body was dis­ 
membered. 
< IIM? of the men who lifted the can 
f kl roscoe to the negro’s head was said 
to Ik* a native of Pennsylvania. 
His 
llama is known to those who were with 
hun, but they refuse to divulge it. 
The mob was composed of citizens of 
Newman, Griffin, Palm etto and other 
little towns iii the country round about 
Newman, and of* all the farm ers who 
had received word th at the burning w as 
to take place. 
Hon. W . Y. Atkinson, form er gov 
ernor of Georgia, m et the mob as he 
was returning from church and he ap- 
pealed to them to let the law* take its 
coarse. 
In addressing the mob he used 
these words: 
“ Some of you are know n to me, aud 
when this affair is finally settled in the 
» orts you may depend upon it th at I 
will testify against you.” 
A member of the mob was seen to 
iraw a revolver and level it at Gov­ 
ernor Atkinson, but his arm was seized 
old the pistol taken from him. The 
mob was frantic at delays iud would 
hear to nothing but burning at the 
stake. 
Hose confessed to killing Cranford, 
ut denied that he had outraged Mrs, 
Tunford. Before being put to death 
th* negro stated that he had been paid 
*12 bv Edge Strickland, a negro preacher, 
it Palmetto, to kill Oran ford. 
Sam Hose killed Alfred Cranford, a 
w hite farm er, near Palmetto, and out* 
raged his wife, ten days ago. 
Since 
that time business in that i>art of the 
•*?at« has been suspended, the entire 
i biliation turning out, in an effort to 
('apture H ob**. 
He successfully eluded 
pursuit until discovered near Macon. 
Governor Chandler was asked to send 
troops hero to preserve order for a day 
or two, as it was feared the negroes 
Would wreak vengeance, m any threats 
to that effect having been made. 
Hose laid been on the farm of the 
Jones brothers, between 
Macon and 
Gelumbus, rime the day after he com­ 
mitted his horrible crime. 
Tile Jones 
boys brought the negro into Macon and 
put him aboard a Central of Georgia 


train, w itn me intention "t falang him 
to Atlanta. 
Some one recognized Hose 
and sent word to Newman, the next 
station, that the negro was on the train 
bound for Atlanta. 
When Newman 
was reached a great crowd surrounded 
the train and pushed into the cars. 
The .Jones brothers were told that th** 
negro could be delivered to the sheriff 
of Campbell county there and it was 
not necessary to take him to Atlanta. 
This was acceded to, and tho negro was 
taken off the train and marched a t the 
head of a yelling, shouting crowd of 
hundreds of people to the jail. 
There 
he was turned-over to Sheriff Brown, 
taking a receipt for the prisoner, thus 
m aking themselves sure of the #250 re­ 
ward. 
Sheriff Brown was im portuned to 
give up the prisoner and finally, in 
order to avoid an assault on the jail and 
jKissible bloodshed, he turned the wrretch 
over to the waiting crowd. 
A pro­ 
cession was quickly formed and the 
loomed negro w as marched at its head 
through several streets of the tow n. 
Soon the public square* was reached. 
Here former Governor Atkinson 
of 
Georgia, who lives in Newman, made 
tin* speech to the mob. 
Judge* A. I). Freem an, also of New ­ 
man, implored the* mob to return the 
negro to the sheriff. 
The speeches did 
no good. 
Mrs. Cranford’s mother and sister art* 
residents of Newman* The mob was 
heading iii the direction of their house 
iud iii a short time* reached the McEl* 
Poy house. 
The negro was marched in 
Hie gate and Mrs. McKlrov w as called 
to the front door. 
She immediately identified th** A fri­ 
can aud he*r verdict was agree*d to by 
her daughter, who had often seen Hose 
about the* Cranford place. 
“ To the stake” was agian the cry and 
several men w anted to barn him in 
Mrs. Mc Elroy’s yard. 
To this she ob­ 
jected strenuously ane! the mob, com­ 
plying w ith her wish, started for Pal­ 
metto. 
It was thought soldiers were 
coming from Atlanta, so it was decided 
co burn the prisoner at the first favor­ 
able* place rather than be* compelled to 
•hoot him when the m ilitia put iii an 
ippearance. 
About one and a half milers out of 
Ne*winsn, a little to the side of tho 
road, was a strong pine tree. 
Up to 
this the negro was marched, his back 
placed to tile tree and his face to the 
trow'd, which jostled closely about him. 
Here the negro made his statem ent. 
The clothes were torii 
from 
the 
wretch. 
A heavy chain was produced 
aud wound around the body of the ter­ 
rified negro, clasped by a new* look 
which dangled at Hose’s neck. 
Hero 
occurred the cattin g off of his ears and 
fingers. 
Tho shrieking negro was quickly de­ 
prived of other portions of his anatomy 
and the words, “come on w ith tho oil” 
brought a huge can o f’ kerosene to the 
foot of the tree where the negro, his 
body covered w ith blood from head to 
foot, was striving aud tugging at his 
chains. 
Th** can was lifted over the 
negro’s head by three or four men and 
its contents pouted over him* 
By this 
time a good supply of brush, pieces of 
fence rails and other firewood had been 
placed about the negro’s feet. 
This 
pyre was thoroughly saturated and a 
m atch applied. 
A flame shot upward 
and spread quickly over the pile of 
w'<mk1. 
As it licked tho negro’s legs he 
shrieked once and begun tugging at his 
chains. 
As the flames crept higher and the 
smoke entered his eyes and mouth Hose 
put tin* stum ps of his hands to the tree 
aud I Mick of him and w ith a terrific 
plunge forward of his body severed the 
upper portion of the chains whit Ii 
bound him to the tree. 
His body, 
held to the tree only as far as the thighs, 
lunged 
forward, thus 
escaping the 
flames w hich roared and crackled about 
his feet. 
One of the men nearest the burning 
negro quickly ran up ami pushing him 
back, said: ‘“ Get back into the fire 
there,” and quickly coupled the dis­ 
jointed links of the chain. 
Tile road for a distance of half a mile 
on each side of the burning negro was 
black w ith conveyances and was simply 
im p a ssa b le. 
The crow'd surrounded the 
stakes on all HMN, but none of those 
nearer than IOO feet of the conter were 
able to see w hat was going on. 
Veil after yell wont up and the prog­ 
ress of the flames was communicated to 
those in th** rear by shouts from the 
eye witnesses.

Warden Sage of Sing Sing prison re­ 
cently nipped in the bud one of the 
most carious as well as one of the most 
ingenious attempts at escape ever made 
by a Sing Sing convict. 
Tho adroitly concocted plot, more­ 
over. which the warden succeeded only 
by the merest chance in spoiling bas 
demonstrated 
that, complete as the 
system of watching the men, locking 
them up and accounting for them in 
their cells was supposed to be. there is 
in it a loop through which a particular­ 
ly slippery convict might wriggle his 
way to liberty. The sharp eyes of Con­ 
vict Janies Miller, after a residence in 
the prison of only a few months, detect­ 
ed this exit to the outer world, and the 
sharp wits of Convict Miller at once be­ 
gan to work on the problem of how be 
could take advantage of it. 
The men are marched in from the 
prison yard in groups, each with his 
hand on the other’s shoulder in the 
shuffling prison lo ck step. A h the groups 
pass through the portal of the great 
dormitory they tile off in different 
squads to the respective tiers of cells 
where they belong. Here they are lined 
up, each one before bis allotted cell, 
and when they step inside the combina­ 
tion lock, fastening a whole row of cells 
at one turn of the key. is thrown and 
the men are bolted in for the night. 
After the locking up comes inspec­ 
tion. 
It is not enough to see the men 
go into the cells. 
They must be seen, 
each one erect, ready for inspection and 
identification. To this end the prisoner 
as soon as the lock is thrown is required 
to stand at attention in front of his cell 
door until the guard has passed and 
tallied him. Convict James Miller, who 
occupied cell No. 180 on gallery No. 
4, saw through this elaborate system a 
hole. 
The idea would have been hope­ 
less had he not been what is called a 
“ hall man, ” which is a convict who 
keeps Hie galleries clean and looks after 
the beds and who does not have to 
march in lock step with the rest. 
He must enter his cell, however, 
when the others do and stand erect be­ 
fore bis cell door and be inspected by 
the guard after he is locked in. 
The 
weak spot which Miller discovered in 
the system was that there existed a cer­ 
tain laxity in allowing the hall men to 
go and come from the house where the 
bedding is kept in another part of the 
prison. The hall men do not have to get 
a pass to go to the bedding room and do 
not have to report when they get back 
Miller planned to make an excuse to 
change a pillow on a cot and thus go 
to the lidding room. 
He decided to do 
this a few minutes before the men filed 
in to be put into their cells. 
In the 
shuffle be hoped he would not be missed 
and would bein the bedding room with 
easy access to the yard and the walls. 
There would still be the call inspection. 
Instead of the striped figure and well 
known features of Convict Miller stand­ 
ing 
before the cell door the guard 
would see only vacancy, and instantly 
an alarm would be given. 
Miller derided that he must have 
some sort of a representative to take 
his place at the cell door when the in­ 
spection was made, and be decided to 
manufacture a dummy. 
The dummy 
must have a head, and, what was hard­ 
est of all, the head must have features 
that sufficiently resembled 
those of 
Convict Miller to deceive a guard stand­ 
ing not more than two feet away. 
To solve this difficulty Convict Miller 
hit upon the device of making a plaster 
of paris mask of his own face, and to 
do this he set about getting together 
some plaster of paris. 
This was not so 
very difficult. The article is kept in the 
jobbing room, and several convicts have 
access to it. 
One of tbeae Miller took 
into his confidence to a certain extent 
and soon bad several pounds of the ma­ 
terial. He knew he must have grease on 
his face when he applied the plaster, 
and this be obtained by getting vaseline 
from the apothecary shop from time to 
time on various pretexts and carefully 
hoarding i i 
When all was ready, he mixed the 
plaster of paris in bis cell wash kettle 
with water und worked it to about the 
proper consistency. 
Then he pressed 
his greased face down into the mass, 
leaving a well defined mold. 
Next he 
scraped the vaseline from hia face, and 
with tlmt and what ha had left greased 
the mold itself. 
Into this he pressed 
more moistened plaster of paris, aud 
when be lifted the cast away the result 
was a perfect reproduction of the fea­ 
tures of Convict Miller. 
It wax, of course, of a ghastly white 
color, and Miller got a number of col­ 
ored pencils. 
He bad only gone so far 
as to make large black pupils for the 
eyes when hia plan was discovered and 
bis work of months was undone. Miller 
had not th# remotest suspicion that 
fcuything was wrong up to the moment

militarism). 
But that at the confer- 
nce which is about to assemble at the 
czar’s invitation the question should be 
del ated whether men who refuse m ili­ 
tary service may not be employed on 
j nblic works instead appears to me 
, ;itc a mistaken idea—ie the first 
- lace, because the conference itself can 
be nothing but one of those hypocritical 
arrangements which aim, not at peace, 
t nt. on tile contrary, at hiding from men 
ti,,lone means of obtaining universal 
;, me which the foremost men are now 
-^ginning to discern. 
The conference, it is said, will aim, 
ii i, t at disarmament, then at check­ 
ing the increase of armaments. 
It is 
supposed that at this conference the 
repr- sentatives 
of governments will 
agTee to cease increasing their forces. 
lf so, the question involuntarily pre­ 
lims itself, How will the governments 
cif those countries act which at the time 
f this meeting happen to be weaker 
than their neighbors? 
Such govern­ 
ments will hardly agree to remain in 
that 
condition—weaker 
than 
their 
neighbors— or, if they have such firm 
r elief in the validity of the stipulations 
made by the conference as to agree to 
remain weaker, why should they not be 
weaker still ? Why spend money on an 
army at all ? 
lf, again, the business of the confer­ 
ence will be to equalize the fighting 
f rees of the various states and to keep 
them stationary, then, even could such 
an impossible balance be arrived at. 
the question involuntarily arises, Why 
need the governments stop at such 
armaments as now exist? Why not de­ 
crease them ? 
Why need Germany, j 
France and Russia have, say, for in­ 
stance, I,UGO.UUU men each, and not 
500,OGU, or why not 10,000 each, or 
why not 1,000 each? If the diminution 
is possible, why not reduce to a mini­ 
mum? And finally, why not. instead of 
armies, have champions—David and 
Goliath- and settle international ques­ 
tions according to the results of their 
combats? 
It is said that the conflicts between 
governments are to be decided by arbi­ 
tration. 
But, apart from the fact that 
tbs disputes will be settled not by rep­ 
resentatives of the people, but by repre­ 
sentatives of the governments, and that 
then- is no guarantee that the decisions 
will be just ones, who is to carry out 
the decision* of the court ? The army ? 
Whose army? That of all the powers 
But the strength of those armies is un­ 
equal Who, for instance, on the conti­ 
nent is to carry out a decision which is 
disadvantageous, say, for 
Germany. 
Russia and France allied together? Or 
who, at sea. will carry out a decision 
contrary to the interests of England, 
America and France? The arbitrator’s

violence-—th at is to say. the thing that 
has *o be checked is to be the instru­ 
ment by which it is to be checked.

I plicated and delicate combinations or 
diplomats, but in the sfmple fulfillment 
of that iaw. binding upon every man, 
inscribed in all religious teachings and 
present in every heart, not to do to 
others what you wish them not to do

above all, not to slay your 
neighbors. 
Armies will first diminish and then 
disappear 
only when public opinion 
brands 
with 
contempt 
those who, 
whether jjjrom fear or for advantage, 
sell their liberty and enter the ranks of 
those murderers called soldiers, and 
when the men now ignored and even 
blamed—who. in despite of all the per­ 
secution and Buffeting they have borne, 
have refused to yield the control of 
their actions into the hands of others 
and become the tools of m urder—are 
recognized by public opinion to be the 
foremost champions and benefactors of 
mankind. 
Only then will armies first 
diminish and then quite disappear and 
a new era in the life of mankind will 
commence. And that time is near. 
And that is why I think that the re­ 
fusals to serve in the army are facts of 
immense importance and that they will 
emancipate mankind from the miseries 
of war. 
But the opinion that the con­ 
ference nu^y conduce toward this is 
quite an error. The conference can only 
divert people s eyes from the sole path 
leading to safety and to liberty.—Inde­ 
pendent.

The trip will be made by way of the 
great lakes and the St. Lawrence river 
The association intends to buy a ves­ 
sel of 130 tuns and to use it during the 
coming season fur training purposes on 
Lake Michigan. 
Such a boat can be 
bad for about $2,500, and General Mc- 
N ulta and other friends of the organi­ 
zation have agreed to do their share to­ 
ward raising the funds. John A. Walsh, 
Bert Mason, Thomas L. Page, S. D. 
Sadd and other members who fought in 
Cuban waters during the Spanish war 
as members of the Illinois naval re­ 
serves, are actively at work on the 
scheme and feel confident of success. 
Lieutenant W. J. Wilson, president of 
the organization, has been consulted 
and promise* to do ail he can to assist. 
The intention is to leave Chicago 
about April 15, 1900. 
The little craft 
will be sailed up the Seine to Paris and 
anchored as near the exposition grounds 
as practicable. 
After seeing the sights 
of the French capital the patty will 
sail home over the same route used in 
going. The promoters of the scheme say 
that if 150 boys go it will cost each 
member of the party about $30 to make 
the round trip.

W a s h in g t o n , April 24.—The fiscal 
year of 189s* Was the banner year of th 
foreign trade of the United States, our 
exports being the largest ever m'orcje i 
tor a like period and our imjvirts ex­ 
ceptionally small. According to a cor 
prehensive 
report prepared by M 
Frank H. Hitchcock, chief of the s e c ­ 
tion of foreign markets of flit' agricult­ 
ural department, Bio total value of or' 
domestic exports reached the enormous 
sum of $1,210,292,913, exceeding the 
record breaking figures of the preced­ 
ing year by $178,284,310. 
On the other hand tin1 imports during 
1898 were the smallest since 1885, their 
value being $016,049,054, a decline of 
$148,0^0,758 from the figures of 1897. 
Broadly stated, for every dollar’s worth 
of foreign merchandise brought into the 
United States two dollars’ worth of our 
products found a market abroad. Our 
domestic exports as compared with our 
imports showed, an excess of $594,242,- 
250, or more than twice the excess for 
1897, which was the largest previously 
reported. 
An interesting fact developed by the 
report of Mr. Hitchcock is tho increase 
in the exports of agricultural products, 
being 70.93 per cent of the total, or 
$858,507,942, a gain of nearly 25 per 
cent over 1897. 
Exports of this class 
also show a greeter gain proportionately 
than non-agricultural exports. 
The imports of wool during 1897 were 
the largest in our history. 
The receipts 
for t lint year amounted to 350,852,020 
Pounds, with a value of $53,243,191. 
Iii 
189s they dropped to 192,795,202 
pounds, valued at $10,780,092. 
The average annual import price de- 
d in cd during the two yearn from 15.2 
cents to 12.7 cents a pound.

“ Winship did a fine thing last week, ” 
says the writer. 
“ A landing party of 
about 125 from the Bennington went 
ashore on Malabon in several boats, and 
a launch remained, with Winship .and 
two men as boatkeeper aud to watch 
steam. 
The landing party advanced 
foolishly without scouts and precautions 
and were suddenly set upon by a regi­ 
ment of Filipinos. 
They fled for the 
beach to the boats, pursued by the na­ 
tives, and were hard pressed. 
Seeing 
this, Winship unlimbered the revolving 
cannon in the bow of the launch and 
turned it loose upon the pursuers. 
He 
kept up a deadly fire, and 30 Filipinos 
were killed or disabled He stood off the 
whole, gang, enabling our party to get 
to their boats safely. He then fell, hav­ 
ing received five bullets. 
Tausig says 
that but for W inship none of the party 
would have escaped.”

The exercises will have both a reli- i 
gious and national character, bringing 
pilgrimages from all parts of Europe. 
aud having the special benediction of 
the pope. 
It was thought at first that 
Archbishop Ireland would take this oc­ 
casion to correct the misapprehensions j 
which have arisen iii Europe as to 
“ Americanism, ' as set forth in Father j 
Hecker’s book.

NEW BODY OF CAVALRYMEN. 


C o l o n e l K n u l i * * ’* H o n « h H i d e r * F o r 
t h e P h i l i p p i n e * . 
Yankton, S. D., is the headquarters 
of a regim ent which, if the intention of 
its organizers is carried out, w ill be­ 
com e fam ous under the name of 4 the 
rongh riders of the Philippines.'* The 
organizer of the regim ent is Colonel E. 
F. English of Yankton, a veteran, who 
served w ith distinction in the civil war. 
Colonel English was born in N ew H a­ 
ven in 1844 and when IT years of age 
enlisted as a private in the First Con­ 
necticut cavalry volunteers. 
He served 
three years in this regim ent, was made 
prisoner and was afterward p rom oted j 
to captain, bnt, on account of wounds, ; 
was not again mustered in. 
He after- j 
ward entered the national guard, w ith j 
the rank of major, was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and then colonel. He 
has traveled 
extensively 
and speaks 
Spanish fluently. 
The regim ent of light cavalry that 
Colonel English has raised and tendered 
to the president for service in the P hil­ 
ippines is composed of two troops each 
from the states of Illinois, Nebraska 
aud South Dakota and one troop each 
from Missouri, Minnesota, W yom ing, 
Iowa, North Dakota and Montana. The 
men have been carefully selected w ith 
a view to service in the Philippines 
and a rea s intelligent, agile aud ‘‘fit’ 
a body of cavalrym en as could be found 
in any army in the world. 
The men are to be mounted on ponies 
that are found in the Philippines, and 
w hich are especially adapted for use in 
the clim ate of the island, where the 
rough riders are organized to fight 
1 The regim ent w ill carry no sabers, the 
saber being a weapon w ith which the 
• men ore not fam iliar, and one that 
would be of little use to them in the 
style of fighting to which they are ne 
costumed. 
Instead, they w ill be armed ; 
w ith repeating rifles and revolvers, anil. 
, being crack shots to a man, they w ill 
J In1 experts at bush fighting or any other 
style of 
scrim m age where 
accurate 
; shooting ie required, and the nature of 
the ground necessitates a quick adapts 
Hon to the enem y’s guerrilla tactics.—
